Om aha, Aug. 14.—No dem onstration 
w as m ade yesterday in the police row, 
bu t plans are all m atured for the A. 
P. A. board to attem p t to enforce its 
au th o rity a t 
IO 
o’clock 
this 
m orn­ 
ing. W ith this object in view the A. P. 
A. board has served the following no­ 
tice on the old board: 
“Om aha, Aug. 13.—A lthough you are 
already apprised of the fact, we here 
by form ally notify you th a t we have 
been appointed fire and police com m is­ 
sioners of the city of O m aha under the 
law of 1895, and pu rsu an t to th a t law 
w e have filed our bonds In the sum of 
$5,000 each, and the sam e has been ap­ 
proved by the city council of said city, 
according to law, and we have flied our 
official oaths w ith th e city clerk, and in 
all respects have duly qualified and are 
recognized by the city council and also 
by the court decision rendered by M. R 
Hopewell. Therefore, we hereby notify 
you th at, having duly qualified and 
been recognized, as before set out, and 
h av in g assum ed th e duties of said of­ 
fice, we nam e W ednesday, Aug. 14, a t 
IO o’clock a. rn., as a suitable tim e to 
receive from you th e records, property 
an d rooms th a t properly belong to us 
a s the law ful board of fire and police 
com m issioners.’’ 
M eantim e the old com m issioners will 
not change th eir course, bu t go on re­ 
enforcing the city Jail and preparing 
to resist an assault. 
This is taken as 
certain evidence th a t a conflict will re­ 
su lt since the old board will not su r­ 
render. 
One plan of th e A. P. A. board is this: 
T he new board will organize a new po­ 
lice force and put new men on every 
b eat in the city. 
The old officers will 
a rre st them and take them before Police 
Judge Berke, who is an A. P. A., and 
who w’ill a t once release them , holding 
th a t the new men are real officers in­ 
stead of being men who are im personat­ 
in g officers. 
As soon as the A. P. A. 
m en are released they will bring heavy 
dam age suits against the officers m ak­ 
in g the arrests, including their bonds­ 
m en in the suit. So fa r as the posses­ 
sion of the records of the fire and police 
com m ission is concerned, the A. P. A. 
claim s to care nothing. Individual con­ 
flicts are likely to occur when one police 
officer arrests another. 
The police com m issioners now in au ­ 
th o rity replied to the m anifesto and de­ 
clared th a t while they deplored a pos­ 
sible conflict they were legally conduct­ 
in g the affairs of the police departm ent 
of O m aha and th a t if the new comm is­ 
s io n disputes their au th o rity they have 
recourse in the courts to get possession. 
T he m em bers of the fire and police 
forces 
have all 
received 
letters 
to 
v isit the office of the new board and 
recognize its au th o rity or be discharged. 
A few m em bers of the forces will prob­ 
ab ly do so, but the m ajority will ignore 
th e letters and act under the present 
comm ission. Chief of Police W hite re­ 
plied to the new comm ission refusing 
to recognize any au th o rity b u t th a t es­ 
tablished by the sta te law. 
W hile everything on the surface seems 
quiet, there is a strong undercurrent of 
excitem ent. There is a feeling, how­ 
ever, th a t the new board will not carry 
c u t its th re a t of p u ttin g a new force on 
d u ty to-day. 
In the event of any disturbance, the 
c h a rter constitutes the giayor of the 
city chief in control of the police, his 
au th o rity overriding th a t of the police 
com m issioners. Both forces will, there­ 
fore, be under the m ayor’s control. E f­ 
fo rts are being m ade by the best ele­ 
m ent of the city to bring about a peace­ 
able term ination of the quarrel.

Only 
one m ore m an knowrn to have been in 
the building is m issing, and it is expect­ 
ed th at his body will be found there.

IN ROCK COUNTY 


O. WRIGHT FINDS THE NEW 
ASYLUM A MODEL. 


Daughter Called to Account—Several 
Patients Charged to Rock Who 
Should Be Supported By the State 
At Large 
or 
By 
Other Coun­ 
ties. 
Dunning insane asylum has no coun­ 
terpart in Bock county. 
Inspector A. 
O. Wright was sent out here by the 
state board to make a thorough inves­ 
tigation of the Rock county asylum. 
He finds it a model. 
Several patients supported by Rock 
county, should be supported by the 
state at large, he says, and the heat­ 
ing system is not as economical as it 
might be, but the details of the asy­ 
lum’s management leave nothing to 
be desired. 
This is what he says: 
T O THE SUPEINTENDENT AND 
TR U S­ 
TEES o f R o c k Co u n t y A s y l u m , G e n ­ 


t l e m e n —I have spent nearly two days 
at your county asylum, inspecting 
each meal and seeing the general 
'workings of the institution by night 
and by day. 
1. It is one of the most complete and 
w ell arranged small asylums in the 
United States and is admirably man­ 
aged The expense of thebuilding and of 
maintenance are greater than those 
of a poor house would be, and the 
state appropriation is given expressly 
for that purpose. 
It is expected that 
the accon modations and the care will 
be equal to those in the state hospit­ 
als, and this you are now furnishing. 
You may feel satisfied that you are 
d u n g the best that can be done for 
this class of insane. 
A greater ex­ 
pense would be needless extravagance, 
which would not do the patients any 
good, 
and 
you 
could 
not 
have 
secured the proper care at a much 
less expense, it should not be forgot­ 
ten that the kind of buildings and of 
care which should pass muster as tem­ 
porary expedients in the earlier days 
of the county asylum system in this 
state,while it was still an experiment, 
cannot now be allowed as a perma­ 
nent arrangement. Such a temporary 
arrangement was what Rock county 
began with. 
But this has now given 
place to a permanent asylum, com­ 
pletely separate from the poor house, 
w ell constructed, and adequately fur­ 
nished. 
Bosk c.unty may well be 
proud of its achievement. 
F u e l C o sts T o o M uch . 
□ I have been able to discover only 
one item in which the expense was 
apparently too great, that is the cost 
of 
fuel. 
The cause of 
the large 
amount of fuel consumed is rn the 
heating apparatus. 
But till this ap­ 
paratus needs to be replaced it will 
not be of any practical value to dis­ 
cuss the 
question 
whether 
some 
other 
more 
economical 
but 
per­ 
haps 
less 
effective heating 
appa­ 
ratus should 
be 
substituted. 
It 
would be foolish now to change it, 
It is clear however, that double win­ 
dows on the whole or on the most ex­ 
posed parts of the building would pay 
fjr themselves in one or two yeira in 
saving of fuel, and I therefore recom­ 
mend them. 
2. I have examined the capacity of 
the asylum and find that it contains 
Bingle rooms and dormitories enough 
for eighty 6ix men and sixty-six wo­ 
men, or 152 patients in all, as its nor­ 
mal capacity. 
I 
find 
that 
when 
crowded you can fill up to the extra­ 
ordinary capacity of 180. 
This ad­ 
dition to the number of patients would 
be made partly by adding two beds in 
each of the dormitories, which can be 
done by crowding although it is not 
to be recommended ordinarily. 
One 
of the rooms intended for a hospital 
could be used for a dormitory with 
twelve beds, if it should be necessary. 
The difficulty in this case is that this 
room would be much more convenient 
for men than for women, while the 
surplus of insane in Wisconsin is now 
men.

were not required and later the hos­ 
pitals have not always sent copies of

dents be authorized to incur the small

The Scheme Is To Loosen Up the 
Roadway and Then Pack It Down 
Again—D. D. Bennett Will Be the 
Engineer—No Place Yet Purchased 
For Its Storage. 


The new street roller, the big ira 
chine upon which Janesville people 
hang their hopes for better highways, 
had its first trial this morning, sod 
seemed to dc excellent work. 
The 
test was made on West Milwaukee 
street between Academy and Pleasant 
streets, and a good sized crowd saw 
the test. 
The roller arrived t w o o r 
three days ago, but was not fired up 
until the arrival of the engineer and 
expert th at the Pitts Company agreed 
to send to tell the local authorities 
how to make it work. 
They arrived 
last night, and the first fire was kin. 
died under the boiler this morning. No 
more unfavorable a place could have 
been found in town than the piece of 
roadway selected for the test; and if 
the machine will make a good street 
out of th at stretch of alternate rnud- 
hole and dust producer, it will cer­ 
tainly do excellent work on highways 
more adapted to its use. 
When the steam gauge showed suffi­ 
cient pressure to do the work the en­ 
gineer went to work. 
It was rather 
an odd looking piece of mechanism 
on which he handled the throttle, but 
it obeyed his hand like a docile family 
horse. 
It looked something like a 
traction engine cut in two in the mid­ 
dle and then welded on to a pair of 
mammoth steel cheese boxer, set side 
by side. 
A big chain ran around the 
two steel rollers and connected with 
the steering wheel th at was set under 
the cab, a t the rear end. 


M oved Off E asily. 
When the gentlem an 
with 
the 
strong right arm and blue overalls 
twisted up this wheel, the massive 
roller 
turned 
as 
gracefully 
as 
milady’s bicycle, changing its course 
w ithout a jar. 
A cab covered the whole of the ma­ 
chine and nothing protested above the 
roof except the smokestack. 
Two 
rows of eight-inch steel spikes orna­ 
mented the tires of the driving wheels 
and the ground 
th at the machine 
passed over looked as though some 
wooden-legged giant had traveled that 
way and plowed 
the earth savagely 
w ith his iron-shod stumps. 
The first work done was to*'spike up 
the 
road” 
by 
running the heavy 
machine back and forth. 
Two long 
lines of earth were loosened by the 
spikes a t each trip and 
soon the 
whole street surface had been thor­ 
oughly stirred up. 
Then four horses 
were attached to a harrow th a t wes 
freighted w ith railroad iron and the 
loosened earth and stones were thor 
oughly mixed. 
This 
operation was 
alsobronghtthe6tor.es and gravel to 
the surface and put the surface in 
good shape for the roller. 
After this 
is done, it is calculated to wet down 
the earth, remove the spikes from the 
wheels and pack the whole mas? solid 
by running the sixteen ton machine 
backwards and forwards. 
Another 
soaking followed and the second rol. 
ing is calculated to pack the whole 
mass down as solid as the virgin rock 
and smooth as a 
table top. 
C onditions N ot F avorab le 
While the roller seemed to do excel­ 
lent work a t the test this morning, 
conditions were not very favorable 
The street selected for the trial has 
always 
been a mud 
hole in wet 
weather and about the best dust pro­ 
ducer in town when it is dry. 
On the 
north 
side 
of the 
road 
there 
was 
a 
streak 
of 
gravel 
and 
"hardhead” stones, but in the center 
and a t the south side, eight inches of 
sott earth covered the gravel th at was 
originally the road bed. 
The 
long 
spikes simply stirred up the black 
dirt without bringing anything hard­ 
er to the surface and 
as stones and 
gravel th at will crush and pack are 
necessary for successful work, the 
loose earth will have to be removed. 
The statem ent has been made th at 
the big machine would ruin the cross 
walks, but this did not seem to be the 
case at tbe te st.. 
The spikes made 
the sparks fly when the machine 
mounted the stone walks, and chipped 
pieces from the flags, but if the spikes 
had not been in use, the crosswalks 
would not have been very m aterially 
injured. 
The machine 
could 
be 
started, stopped or reversed very eas­ 
ily and worked w ithout apparent jar 
or strain upon the machinery. 
It ran 
backwards as smoothly as it moved 
ahead, and in fact appeared to handle 
w ith the greatest of ease. 


D. D . B e n n e tt T o B a n It. 


The council committee, in whose 
hands the m atter lay, began casting 
about for a competent engineer to 
handle the machine, almost before it 
arrived in Janesville. 
A fter talking 
the m atter over for some time, the 
committee decided on D. D. Bennett, 
and offered him the position. 
Mr. 
Bennett has not yet been made a 
definite pioposition, and as yet no 
agreem ent has been made, but Mr. 
Bennett signified his willingness to 
accept it if 
the arrangem ents were 
satisfactory. 
"T he roller is ail rig h t,” said Chair­ 
man Hemming of 
the highway and 
street committee, as he watched it 
work. 
"Of course this is not an Al 
street to work on, but it will fix even 
this one all right. 
A streteh th at has 
been graveled before is the best adapt­ 
ed to its use. 
On Jackson street, for 
instance, it would be especially effec­ 
tive. 
No, we have not yet provided a 
place to keep it,but D. D. B ennett will 
i be the engineer.”
